Landscaping Necessary To C 
SHRUBBERY AND LAWN 
SETS OFF THE HOUSE 


PLAN YOUR HOME SCENIC EFFECTS 


Often the beauty of a home is en­ 
hanced to a marked extent by pro­ 
per landscaping. 
The house, attrac­ 
tive enough with its modern 
lines, 
takes on a new appeal when vines, 
flowers and shrubbery are planted 
and trained. 
Modernization 
includes landscap­ 
ing and emphasis should be placed on 
this statement. 
The home is up 
to 
date only when 
lawns 
have 
been 
planted and shrubbery set out. Oth­ 
erwise the residence is raw and 
un­ 
finished. 
The mere fact that a house is sur­ 
rounded by an attractive lawn often 
leads the average person to believe 
that the home-owner has taken com­ 
plete stpes to 
make 
his 
property 
modern. The lawn is really the first 
step in the plan. 


Landscaping Improves Property 
The 
illustrations 
on 
this 
page 
show interesting before 
and 
after 
views. 
The lawn in the low' picture 
is most attractive. The grass is well 
care for, being trimmed and neat. 
Yet what 
a 
difference 
resulted 
when shrubbery was set out and al­ 
lowed to 
grow. 
Three 
years 
had 
elapsed when the top illustration was 
taken. 
During that interval shrubbery had 
been set along the edge of the lawn 
bordering the public sidewalk. 
An­ 
other strip of shrubbery was planted 
near the foundations of the building 
and a tree set out in the front lawn 
in a spot calculated to give shade a 
few years hence. 


Exterior Remains Unchanged 
The exterior of the house remains 
unchanged with the exception of add­ 
ing the gay awnings which 
protect 
the windows on the South and 
West 
elevations. 
Yet the difference in ap­ 
pearance is remarkable. 
One view is 
hare and incomplete; the other invit­ 
ing. 
No matter how 
effective 
the 
lines of the house or how attractive 
the interior, a hospitable, homey ef­ 
fect is secured by the use of shrub­ 
bery and flowers. 


Architects Realize Importance 
Many architects when planning the 
design of a home insist on landscap­ 
ing the grounds at the 
same 
time. 
They know that the effectiveness of 
the exterior depends largely on the 
surroundings and that full justice to 
the original idea can only be secured j 
when the lawns are properly handled ' 
The home garden is usually divid-1 
ed into lawn, flowers and 
vegetable j 


gardens, and service yard. 
The flower gardens, and 
service 
yard. 
The flower garden should be 
laid 
out so that it will be enjoyed from 
the windows of the house. The veg­ 
etable garden should be located 
at 
the back of the lot as it is strictly a 
utilitarian project. 
Often the 
two 
are divided by hedges or 
a 
lattice 
fence, over which vines can grow. 


Lawns Eaaential to Home 
Well cared for lawns are essential 
if the house be properly set off. The 
lawns should be as spacious as pos­ 
sible and should not be cut up 
by , 
shrubbery or flower beds, 
as these 
limit the sweep of the lawn. 
Flowerfc and shrubbery are usual­ 
ly laced along the edge of the 
lawn 
or massed near the house. 
Often 
a 
low privet hedge grows next to the 
sidewalk, 
at tne corners masses of 
flowers being placed to break the 
positive direction of line. 


Get Advice on Landscaping 
The yard should be landscaped ac­ 
cording to a dfinite plan. This should 
be worked out before the lawns and 
shrubbery are set 
out, 
but 
o ften ! 
when modernising it is necesary 
t o ' 
take the lawn as it stands and make 
the needed improvements. 
i 
The home owner who is not exper­ 
ienced with 
flowers 
or 
shrubbery 
needs the advice of competant land­ 
scape artists. 
The landscaping of a 
plot of ground is an important fa c-: 
tor in the 
final 
appearance of 
the 
home and it is always wise to seek 
the services of men who know and 
who can visualize the final result.

The foundation of a building, when 
made of wood, should always

on brick or concrete and never on the 
ground.

The only permanent cure is tn 
entirely replace the damaged wood­ 
work 
and 
establish 
preventative 
means by Minsulating1* the woodwork 
from contact with the ground. 
It can be accomplished by the use 


of stone or concrete foundations at 
with the lower flooring and foundd 
tions impregnated with coal tar ci 
osote. 
Termites need moisture to survive 
Insulating the woodwork causes thei 
to die out.

THE COW’S STOMACH; 


The expression is frequently 
used; 
th at we are living 
in a 
laboratory 
age. 
Nearly everything we eat 
and j 
wear and use must first go through; 
several experimental stages. 
A few years ago, I visited the fac-1 
tory of a well-known high-priced au­ 
tomobile and was told 
that 
every 
part of the engine was inspected ev­ 
ery forty-five minutes during 
the 
process of manufacture. 
Finally, the 
engine was placed on a testing block 
and run at full 
sj>eed 
continuously 
for four hours before it was ever put 
into the finished car. 
The average public is not aware of 
the fact that similar methods have 
been employed for years in the study 
of the car and fed ing of cattle. 
Recently I visited a 
well 
known 
State experimental station. 
As we 
went through one barn I Was shown 
a new-born calf and informed 
that 
within twenty-four hours 
it would 
not be alive. 
In fact, it was doomed 
to die before it was ever born. 
The 
reason for this was that its mother 
had been fed a certain ration. 
For 
twenty years cows fed this 
ration 
had not produced a single calf which 
lived. 
In every case the off-spring 
would be undersized, abnormal, and, 
in many cases, blind. The ration was 
wheat straw , wheat meal, wheat glu­ 
ten and common salt. 
The interesting thing about the ex­ 
periment was that in this same barn 
the cows fed with the same 
ration 
plus the bone meal and cod liver oil 
produced healthy calves which latei 
became large producers of milk. 
All through this experiment 
sta­ 
tion sim ilar tests were being made 
on various combinations of food. 
By 
this means the correct feeding 
of 
dairy cattle was being reduced to 
a 
science. 
The results of this scienti­ 
fic knowledge are now available 
to 
every farm er, and there is little ex­ 
cuse today for the 
owner of 
dairy 
cattle not knowing how to keep 
his 
herd on a profitable production basis. 
We have already refered 
to the 
dairy cow as an example of a mod­ 
ern machine 
perfected 
throughout 
the years for the
